2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose all of the limitations of the claims as specified in the amendment of 
10/3/2005. For example, U.S. Patent Application Publication 2004/0090954 to Zhang et al is the 
closest art of record. Zhang discloses many of the limitation of the independent claims and is 
solving a similar problem. However, Zhang does not disclose the limitation of the gateway in 
communication with the controller through communication link distinct from the computer 
network. Further, Zhang does not disclose the limitation that the controller sends a call 
processing request to the gateway through one of the communications links, the limitation that 
the switch parks the communication at the gateway through one of the communications links, or 
the limitation that the gateway communicates with the computer network to obtain a response to 
the query from the controller to process the communication. Instead, in Zhang, the SCP directly 
contacts the user's computer via the computer network to obtain the response to the query 
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without the use of the gateway. Thus, as stated in the application, the behavior of the system 
with respect to the gateway differs from the prior art of record and the claims are allowable.
